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ABSTRACT 

This booklet, intended for recipients of National 
Science Foundation (NSF) Graduate Fellowships, provides specific 
information in 14 sections covering: (1) the awarding agency and 

conditions; (2) communication with NSF; (3) the coordinating official 
at the college or university; (4) procedure for changing address or 
name; (5) the fellowship period and variations allowed; (6) the 
institution with which the Fellow is affiliated; (7) the stipend; (8) 
supplementation to the NSF stipend; (9) payment of tuition and fees; 
(10) special conditions when the Fellow is affiliated with a foreign 
institution; (11) fellowship activities (including advanced degree 
enrollment, teaching, fieldwork, foreign language study, and program 
changes); (12) additional fellowship provisions (such as mentoring 
a s s is tantships for minority graduate Fellows, the international 
research travel allowance, use of a supercomputer, and tenure beyond 
the doctoral degree); (13) other fellowship concerns (such as income 
tax, publications, intellectual property rights, and national 
security); and (14) annual reporting requirements. Also provided is 
basic information about the NSF itself. (DB)

IMPORTANT 

Read tl.is booklet carefully. It outlines the terms and conditions of 
your C'lraduate F\‘llo\vsliip, and provides general information for use 
during your tenure. Keep it and refer to it whenever you have a 
ciuestion about your Graduate Fellowship. 1 he Foundation and your 
affiliated institution will thus be able to seive you more quickly and 
efficiently, and unnecessary correspondence will be avoided. If you 
lose this booklet, we will send you another upon request. Future 
editions of this booklet will be sent to you as they are published 
during the period ot your fellowship. 

Fellows must act eai ' year to obtain authorization to utilize 
or to reserve the contuiuation of their fellowships. Tliis proce- 
dure is explained in section 14a. 

As a recipient of Federal funds, you are expected to demonstrate a 
sense of responsibility in fulfilling the academic and fiscal obliga- 
tions of your award. Failure on the part of a Fellow to obscrc'e all of 
the terms and conditions of a fellowship award constitutes sufficient 
grounds for its revocation by the Foundation 



1. AWARDING AGENCY AND CONDITIONS 



The National Science Foundation (NSF) is an agency of the Federal 
(fovcrnment. One of its responsibilities is the awarding of graduate fellow- 
ships in science, mathematics, and engineering. The fellowships offer 
direct support for full-time study leading to advanced degrees to individu- 
als who have demonstrated ability and special aptitude in these areas. 
Fellow’S are not considered employees of the National Science Foundation. 

As noted in the notilication letter, successful applicants are asked to 
indr' formal acceptance or declination of the offer by April 30 using NSF 
I‘om. \ Acceptance/'Dcclination Form For XSF Graduate Fellowship. In 
addition, for those individuals accepting the award, the Certifications page 
must be signed, dated, and returned with the Acceptance Form. If you 
indicate that you plan to attend a U S institution, the Foundation obligates 
hinds for your support under an agreement w-ith the institution of your 
choice. If you indicate that you plan to attend a foreign institution, rcim- 
hursement w'ill he made directly to your hank account or to you for the 
applicable fellow. hip year, within the limits outlined in section lOcI. 



2. COMMUNICATION WITH NSF 



.Most of the c}uestions you may have pertaining to your fellow’ship are 
answered in this booklet or can be answered l^y the Coordinating Official 
(.see section 3) at your affiliated U S. institution. If you need to contact the 
Foundation concerning your fellow.ship, please irse the following:

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3. COORDINATING OFFICIAL 
(U.S. INSTITUTIONS) 



Each college or universiry' in the I’niied Slates attended by Graduate 
Fellows has named a Coordinating Otficial — usually a graduate dean or a 
similar official — who assists the Foundation in administering fellowships at 
that institution. A copy of the Dircctoty of Coorduialin^ Officials was 
included in your aw'ard package (The Directory is also available on 
sTis — ^see inside back cover ) Cnder the terms of an agreement with the 
Foundation, the felUnvship institution provides varuxis seiwices to Fellows 
at that institution It is the Fellow’s responsibilit>’ to contact the Coordinat- 
ing Official for inlormation and assistance. 

.\c:> request to the l-oundation regarding a change in your fellowship 
plan or an exception to any fellowship guideline will be considered unless 
first endorsed by the Coordinating Official. I'herdore. Fellows should 
discuss such requests with their Coordinating (Official before contacting 
the Foundation. 

I'here are no Coordinating Officials at institutions outside the I nited 
States For Fellows abroad, responsibilities normally carried out by the 
Coordinating Official m the linited States wall be divided l^etween the 
Fellow’ and the Scientific Adviser. For this reason a number of provisions in 
this booklet apply specihcally to Fellows al'iroad (see section 10) 

4. CHANGE OF ADDRESS OR NAME 

You should immediately inform your Coordinating Official of anv 
change of address or name. Also, please send a copy of the change to the 
\SF C'lraduate l ellow.ship office. 

5. FELLOWSHIP PERIOD 

The period of your fellowship includes three years of tenure, during 
which y(^u rc^ceivc NSF funding to pursue your graduate work, and two 
years of reserve, w^iich you may utilize tor alternate actiMties with the 
appr<)val of your Coordinating Official and NSF (see paragraph below' and 
section bUi) All NSF fellowship tenure must be completed w'ithin five 
years of your fellowship starting date. Normally the fellowship period is 
divick'd into fellfwship years, eac h comprised of a nine-month academic 
year (and up to three months of an associated summer) A fellow'ship year 
cannc:)t be further .subdivided into separate periods of utilization and 
leserv ation except tor medical deferral or military deferral l-ach year of the 
fellowship period is funded and administered separately

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Recipients of new three-year awards may begin tenure in the summer 
following the award and must begin fellowship tenure not later than the 
beginning of the fall term with certain exceptions explained below, in any 
case, all NSF fellow'ship tenure during any year in which you plan to use 
your award must start no later than the fall term of that year. 

a. Tenure 

'I'eniire is the period of time during which you utilize your fellowship to 
pursue your advanced degree in science, mathematics, or engineering. It 
includes periods of full-time research and independent study whether or 
not your school is in session, as well as any normal, short vacation periods 
scheduled at your institution. The starting date of your fellowship is the 
date on which you actually begin your full-time activities, and your tenure 
is computed from that date. This need not necessarily coincide with a 
formal summer or fall academic session of your university (though nor- 
mally it does), and is not defined by the date on which a stipend check 
may be issued. (The exact starting date is to be mutually arranged betw’een 
you and your Coordinating Official.) New Fellows should present a copy 
of their notification letter to the Coordinating Official at their affiliated 
institution when beginning tenure. 

I'ellow's at institutions outside the United States will receive Starting 
Certificates (NSF Form 349) for notifying the Foundation directly of their 
beginning dates (see section 10). 

rile proper fulfillment of the full-time training obligation assumed by 
Fellows will be determined at each institution in accordance with Founda- 
tion requirements. If you terminate your activities at your institution prior 
to the completion of your expected tenure, you are entitled to stipend 
payments only for those months you were on fellowship tenure at your 
university (including possible field work), the last month being defined for 
stipend payment purposes as 14 or more days of tenure. 

A Fellow may reduce the tenure of any fellowship year from 12 to no 
fewer than 9 months, without penalty other than loss of the tenure and 
associated stipend involved in such a reduction, by notifying the Coordi- 
nating Official, or, if abroad, the Foundation directly. 

In unusual circ .imstances and with prior approval, the Foundation will 
permit a brief interruption of tenure. Normally in such cases stipend 
payments and tenure will be forfeited for the duration of the intermption. 

Should you find it necessary to resign your fellowship, you should notify 
both the Foundation and your Coordinating Official immediately. 

The maximum period of tenure in any fellowship year is 1 2 months and 
may not be extended lor any reason, even in the final year of a fellow’ship 
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b. Reservation 

With prior roundatioii approval, i'dlows may n.'S(.T\v tlie tirM one or 
two years of NSl- tdlowship tenure to engaj^e in activities (eg, travel, 
work) other than those that would constitute the signilicant Man or eontin- 
ii.iiion ol jii ogress toward ati adc anced degree in seience, mathematics, or 
engineering In addition, with prior NSl- approval, i'ellows may reseiv e the 
iirst one or two years of \Sl' fellowship tenure to accept a one- t)r two-year 
highly competitive international fdlovs ship. such as the British .\hashall oi 
Idiocies Scholarship, for study abroad. 

When returning to active tenure after a ix'iiod of re..eive, I'ellows may 
change stan time from fall to summer or vice versa. When such .i change 
in start time is made, NSl' must be certain that no fellow receives more 
th.in months of NSl- ( '.raduate f'dlowship suppon and that no f ellow is 
allowc*ci more' than five vears from the suminc*r or fall after the* ann<kincc*- 
nient of the aw.ird in which to utilize the fellowship support Uegardless, 
f'c'llows exercising this option must entei tenure ol the NSf' fellowship no 
later than the fall of the year that their reserve status ends 

I'dlows reseiving the first two years of their NSt' fellowship must use 
thetr NSF f'dlowship m three cotisecutive years 

In either or both of the years that you do not uttlize your award, your 
fi-ll( iwship normally w ill be reserved for youi futuie use during the permis- 
sible five-year period. 

Sittce there is no cwpectatit^n that thiee years of N.Sf fcdlowship support 
will be sufficient to complete a doctoral degree program, years of fellow- 
ship tenure may be mtersiiersed with one or two years of other forms of 
support, which it IS the Iwllow's responsibilitv' to locate and obtain I'his 
practice is in keeping with the foundation's ob|ective of providing f ellow s 
near the beginning of their graduate studies reasonable assurance of three 
vears of fellowship support, with some tlexihility left to fellows .istowhen 
best use of tenure can he made. 

(1) Institution during reservation. Uunng a yeai in w Inch a fellow ship 
IS reserved, your affiliated institution, for I'oundation record purposes, will 
continue to be the institution at which tenure was most recently carried 
nut. even if you subseciuently sever connections wath that institution for 
this reason, the form for the declaration to utilize or reseive your fellow- 
shi[D in the following year ( see section 1 ia ) will be sent during the year ol 
reseivation to the Coordinating Official at that institution A ihange ol 
institutions will be entered on the Foundation's records immediately prior 
to resumption of tenure .it the new institution, rather than prior to or 
during a period of fellowship reseivation I'or I'ellows who reserve the first 
one or two years of fellowship tenure, the institution specified on the 
.ipplication foim will be con.sidered the fellowship institution unless the 
Fellow notifies the I'oundation of a change. In any case, please keep the

(2) Medical Deferral. Should serious illness c>r other mtermption occur 
that prevents full-time fellowship activity for an extended period, you must 
contact your ('.(wdinating Official regarding fellowship arrangement dur- 
ing this period 

With l-oundation approval, a i ellow may lx* granted a medical deferral 
A Fellow retjuesting a medical deferral must secure a letter verifying the 
need lor a medical deferral fr(^m a health care pro\ ider and notity the 
Coordinating Olficial. who should contact the I^nmdation In the case of a 
medical deferral, the unused pextion of the stipend and cost-of-education 
aiicnvance will he reserved for later use by the I’ellow A letter from a 
health care provider should accompany a Fellow s re(|uest to reesume 
tenure alter lx*ing on medical deferral. A medical deferral may he grantecl 
loi psychological as well as physical reasons, and the nature of the condi- 
tion need not he disclosed. 

(3) Military Deferral. Within a given lellowship year a brief interruption 
IV^r duly authorized military serv'ice or training is permitted with the ap- 
pro\ al of your Coordinating Olficial. In the case of a longer interruption 
resulting from active militaiy scnace or from ccitain activities in lieu of 
seiA'ice w'ith the regular Armed Forces, provisic^n can he made for re.scr\'a- 
iion of a fellowship (orthe balance of it) and reinstatement of the unu.scd 
poiticm at a later date In such cases a Fellow should notify the Foundation 
immediately in writing of these plans and re([uest liinher instmetions. Pay 
received by a Ix*llo\\' for occasional attendance at military' rcsetv'c or 
National Cuiard functions is exempted from limitations on supplementa- 
tion ol stipends 

6, FELLOWSHIP INSTITUTION 

a. Instirutional Affiliation 

l-ellows must be affiliated at all times during tenure with a nonprc'ifit I i.S. 
or loic*ign institution of higher education. If the Foundation does not raise 
a cjiiesiion with you ccmcerning the institution you plan to attend, you may 
assume your choice has been approved You are responsil-ile for making 
all arrangements \oi acceptance at your chosen institution. 

b. Change of Institution 

(1) Before starting tenure. 11 you seek acc epi.mce at an institution other 
than the one listed on your fellowship application, please indicate this 
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change on the AccepUmce/Dcclination Form For NSF Graduate Felloivship 
(NSF Form P9) that is to he submitted by April 30 following the award 
announcement. 

(2) Between fellowship years. A request to change attiliatcd institutions 
between fellowship years is normully made at the time you submit your 
annual Dcclaratum to [Mize. Reserve or Tcnmnatc a Suhsequent Year of 
a PYcar Graduate Felloivship Award Form 719) to your Coordinat- 
ing Official. The signature of your Coordinating (Official or Scientific Ad- 
viser on this form is usually sufficient to support your request If a decision 
K) change institutions is made subsequent to submission of your annual 
declaration, you must submit a written request to NSF accompanied by a 
statement from your Coordinating Official or Scientific Adviser indicating 
that your work has continued to be satisfactory as well as evidence of 
acceptance at your new school. 

(3) During a fellowship year. A request to change afliliated institutions 
during a fellowship year must be accompanied by a statement from your 
tioordinating Official or Scientific Adviser indicating that your work has 
continued to be satisfactory. The Coordinating Official will indicate the 
aniount of stipend paid and the amount of the cost-of-educatic.i allow- 
ance claimed You must also submit to the Foundation evidence of accep- 
tance in a graduate degree program from your proposed affiliated institu- 
tion and you must contact the Coordinating Official at that school. In order 
to receive continued fellowship support when transferring from one insti- 
tution to another, there must be only minimal dismption in your enroll- 
,nent and pursuit of academic goals. Please be advised, however, that 
because of differing payment schedules at T.S institutions, there may be 
some disruption in your receipt of stipend payments 



7. STIPEND 
a. General 

'Fhe (iraduate Fellowship stipend is as specilietl on the inside ctwer ot 
this booklet and is subject to periodic review No dependency allowances 
arc prcn ided. There is no travel allowance for the purpose of assisting you 
in reaching your affiliated institution m the I’nited States or for any other 
domestic travel. 

The Foundation reserves the right to withhold your stipend if you do not 
conform to the standards of conduct of your affiliated institution and the 
National Science Foundation, pending a full explanation. Any stipend 
payment recen ed lor a period m which you were not actually engaged in 



fcllow.ship activities must be refunded either to the IJ.S. institution in- 
volved or, if you were atteriding a foreign institution, to tlie Foundation. 



b. U.S. Fellowship Institutions 

At L.S. fellowship institutions all arrangements for payment of your 
stipend are handled by your affiliated institution through the Coordinating 
Official, It is your responsibility to ascertain the method of payment and 
plan your activities accordingly, Your Coordinating Official will explain 
the exact procedures employed by your institution. 



8, SUPPLEMENTATION TO STIPEND 

a. Affiliated Institution 

File institution may, if it deems such action desirable, augment NSF 
Fellows' .stipends from instirurional funds in such amounts as are in accor- 
dance with the supplementation policies of the affiliated institution. In the 
context of this guideline, funds that the institution has obtained from 
external (including Federal) sources may be considered as institutional 
lunds 



b. Additional Research Support 

1 he fellowship aw'ard does not prov’ide allowances for special student 
needs, such as research expenses, travel to .scientific conferences, comput- 
ers. books ar publications, fieldwork expenses, special study, and the 
like Fellows may recjuest support from other sources for such needs. 



c. Veterans’ Benefits 

Ihc receipt of educational benefits from the Veterans Administration is 
not considered by NSF as payment supplementary to support from the 
Foundation and may be received concurrently with such support. 



d. ROTC Training Ailowaxice 

Fellow's enrolled for duly authorized ROTC training may accept the 
ass(K'uted allowance 'Phis allowance is not regarded by the F'oundation as 
supplementation and may be received concurrently with such support 



9. PAYMENT OF TUITION AND FEES 
(Cost-of-Education Allowance) 



1 lie {'oundation provides your afhluited institution in tlie I'nited States 
with a tixcd cost-of-ediication allowance, as specified on the inside cover 
of this booklet. During tenure Fellows will be exempt from paying tuition 
and fees normally charged to students of similar academic standing. You 
will, however, be required to pay any fees or deposits that arc refundable 
in whole or m part, or that are of an optional nature, or that were incurred 
prior to the actual start of fellowship tenure (eg., an “Application for 
■Admission" fee). All living expenses — housing, food, etc. — must be de- 
frayed by you See.^section 11c concerning tuition and fees charged by an 
institution or laborarory other than your affiliated institution. 

The roundation makes ac ailable this fixed cost-of-education allowaniv 
without regard to the actual amount of tuition and fees involved. This 
jK)licy i.s ba.sed on the de.sire of the Firundation to contribute appre^xi- 
mately the same percentage of the actual costs ol the graduate education 
of all F'ellovc s, regardless of how various graduate institutions normally 
generate income from endowments, public funds, tuition or other sources. 
The use of this cost-of-cducation allowance is entirely at the discretion of 
your affiliated institution. 



10. FELLOWS ABROAD 

a. Foreign Affiliation 

If you intend to affiliate c\ ith a foreign institution, you must submit, as 
soon as possible, ecidence from that institution that you have been ac - 
cepted for study in a graduate degree program in one of the fields sup- 
ported by the F'oundation (unless such evidence was submitted with your 
fellowship application materials). A post-graduate degree program of 
study leading to an Honors degree at the baccalaureate level is unaccept- 
able. You will be responsible for making all arrangements for securing any 
necessary passport or visas. In addition, all arrangements for affiliation 
with your foreign institution and provision for living ejuaners are your 
r jsponsibilib' 

It IS the responsibility of the Fellow to assure that any research activities 
carried on outside the I’nited States comply with the laws or regulations of 
the foreign country- in which the research is to be conducted. In some 
countries the foreign research activities contemplated in the referenced 
proposal should be coordinated with the appropriate U S. and foreign 
government authorities, and necessary licenses, permits or approvals 
should be obtained prior to undertaking the proposed activities 
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b. Scientific Adviser 

Your Scientific Adviser is the principal professor under whose guidance 
you are pursuing your fellowship activities. 

Fellows studying abroad should keep the Foundation informed at all 
tunes of the names and addresses of their Scientific Advisers, since these 
are the individuals with whom the Foundation will correspond if questions 
arise concerning their fellowships. 



c. Stipend Payments 

(1) Initiation of stipend payments. Stipend payments for a Fellow 
affiliated with a foreign institution wall he transferred electronically to the 
Fellow’s IJ.S. bank account via the Federal Reserv^e System, or will he 
mailed directly from the Foundation to the Fellow’s address at the foreign 
Mte. A Starting jiertificate iNS? Form 5A9) and an ACII Vendor/M iscella- 
neons Payment Enrollment Form (SF 3881) will be sent in advance of 
tenure and should be completed and returned to the Foundation as soon 
as possible after beginning tenure. Regular monthly stipend payments will 
not be authorized until these forms are properly completed and returned 
to the Foundation. Since it normally requires 4 to 6 weeks to process these 
forms, a Fellow' should make provisions to maintain herself or himself 
during this period. 

(2) Missing or delayed payments. If you experience any problems with 
the electronic deposit system, please contact the Graduate Fellowship 
Program at the National Science Foundation. The Foundation will forward 
the inlormation to the U S. Treasury Department after adding appropriate 
hscal information. It usually takes at least 4 weeks to have a new transfer 
arranged. 



d. Payment of Tuition and Fees 

In view' of the diversity and complexity of financial charges made by 
foreign institutions, the Foundation w'ill pay only those foreign institution 
tuitions and required fees that are normally assessed of all students of 
similar standing, exclusive of fees or deposits that are refundable in whole 
or in part, or that are of an optional nature, or tiuit were incurred prior to 
the actual start of fellow'ship tenure (e g., an “Application for Admission" 
fee). When you send a Starting Cenificate to NSF, you can also send either 
an original statement from the university bursar regarding tuition and fees 
that are due, or a certified paid receipt for eligible charges from the 
affiliated institution to be reimbursed NSF will pay to the Fellow the Li S. 
dollar equivalent, based on the exchange rate on the day the request is 
prtxcssed, up to the maximum of $8,600 annual cost-of-education allow'-

ancc, in the same manner as the stipend is paid (electronic fund transfer to 
a i:.S. hank or mailed to the Fellow's address overseas). 

Since the Foundation limits tuition and fee reimbursement at foreign 
institutions to an amount equivalent to the cost-of-education allowance 
paid to I'.S. institutions, any hills in excess of the specified maximum 
amount of .$8,600, during any tenure year are the responsibility of the 
Fellow, and will not be paid by the Foundation. On the other hand, if the 
eost-of-education allowance exceeds the foreign tuition and fees, the 
balance will not be made available to the Fellow. 

e. Travel 

Once tenure begins, a Fellow attending a foreign institution can request 
the one-time $1000 International Research Travel Allov\ ance to assist in 
getting to the institution abroad (see section 12b) 

f. Conapletion of Foreign Tenure Year 

A Fellowship Termination Certificate and Grant Hscal Report (NSF 
Form •153) must be completed and returned immediately upon completion 
of each tenure period at a foreign institution (sec section hie). 

The annual activities report (NSF Form 10801 can be completed at the 
same time and returned with the termination certificate (sec section lib). 



11. FELLOWSHIP ACTIVmES 

a. Advanced Degree Enrollment 

In addition to satisfactor>’ in.stitutional affiliation, a 1-ellow must be 
enrolled at all times during tenure in a full-time program leading to an 
ad\ anced degree in one of the fields supported by the Foundation. How- 
ever, the requirement of formal regi.stration may he waived during part of 
this tenure, when appropriate, if permitted by the policy of the fellowship 
institution, provided that the Fellow otherw ise remains eng.iged in appro 
priate full-time fellowship acti\-ities. 

b. Teaching 

As a I'cllow, you will he required to devote full time to advaneed 
scientific study or work during your tenure, including a rea.sonable amount 
of such teaching or similar activities as are in the opinion of the faculty of 
your institution contribuK^ry to your academic progress You may, there- 
fore. engage in teaching or comparable activities at only your affiliated 
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iirsliuition without having to obtain the Foundation’s approval. From the 
I ounciation's point of view, funherance of your educational objectives and 
the gain of substantive teaching experience, not ser\'ice to your institution 
as siieli. should be the purpose of these activities. If you teach or engage 
in Minilar activities, all decisions regarding augmentation of your stipend 
within tile limits outlined in section 8 will ix* made by your affiliated 
institution 

NSF' permits institutions to recjuirc appropriate serv ice of Fellows by 
appointment to positions that can generate additional income to cover any 
difference between the cost-of-ediication allowance and tuition. Any such 
reciuired semce must be contributory to the progress of the fellow toward 
an ad\ ancecl degree and must not be expected to delay that progress. Any 
such reciuired work must not adversely affect a Fellow' s full-time study. 
I'ellows are strongly encouraged to determine the plans regarding any 
such reciuired .service of their proposed fellowship institutions before 
cominilimg to enroll in any particular school. 

c. Field Work (or Study at Another Institution) 

If. in the opinion of the fac ulty of your affiliated institution, it is desirable 
for vou to .study or t(^ engage in research at another institutic^n c:jr labora- 
loiy during any part of your tenure, you may do so without having to 
obtain the Foundation's approval. It should be noted, however, that the 
Foundation's re.spon.sibility with respect to any Ciradiiate Fellow is to the 
Fellow's affiliated institution only, and nc^t to the “visited" institutmn or 
lahoratoiy The Foundation specifically cannot assume responsibility for 
educational cwi.s assessed by another instiiuiion at w'hich a F*eiiow may be 
studying tempc^rarily.

e. Program Changes

\ our affiliated institution. A major change in your program — one that alters 
youi pre^gram to the extent that it is significantly different from that ongi- 




nally submitted with your application (c.g., a change of field) — must 
receive the prior approval of your Coordinating Official or Scientific Ad- 
\ iser In addition, you must submit a revised proposed plan of study or 
'•esearch for NSI' approval. 



f. Vacations 

NSF fellowships do not prox ide a vacation period, as such, during 
tellowship tenure ^'ou are entitled to the normal, shon holiday periods 
obserxed Iw vour fellowship institution, such as xvinier or spring holidays, 
and short between-term periods. “Vacation time" may not be accumulated 
h)r later use There is considerable variation in institutional practices in the 
matter of vacations, but. if your institution should clcrse lor a long period of 
time, you will be expected to hax e made prior arrangements lor the use of 
necessaiA- facilities and res(nirces to carrx' out your program. If it is not 
possible for ,’ou to make these arrangements at your alliliated institution, 
you should make other satisfactorv' arrangements, with Foundation ap- 
proval. la carrv' on your xvork 



g. Awards Or Employment During Tenure 

\'ou may not receive funds from another fellowship, scholarship, as- 
sistantship or similar award, except as permitted under the provisi<ms ol 
section S. Iloxxexer, you are permitted to solicit and accept support from 
any appropriate sources for research expenses connected xvith your lel- 
loxvship activities, 'flie Foundation is not concerned xx’ith gilts or loans ol 
any kind that you may receive. 

During the tenure of your fellowship (except lor scheduled short, vaca- 
tion periods) you xvill be expected to devote full time to the advancement 
of your graduate education, Employment tliat does not jeopardize a 
Fellow’s full-time commitment to graduate study is usually permitted 
Nevertheless, employment that xvill generate substantial income in addi- 
tion to receiving the NSF stipend must be approved by the NSF. 

Occasionally I'elloxx’s identify opportunities at on- or (^ff-campus em- 
ployment sites that contribute significantly to their graduate study 'Fhe 
NSI* is concerned more xvith the progress c^r degree t(^ which a Fellow 
makes toxvard his or her academic goals than xv'ith the nature of the 
employment. Before a I'eUoxv engages in such xx’ork, permission ol the 
NSI- and the Coordinating ( )fficial must be olMained. Requests lor approx^al 
ol emplovment during tenure are reviewed by NSF on a ca.se-by-case 
basis 



12. ADDITIONAL FELLOWSHIP PROVISIONS 



a. Mentorin'^, Assistantships for Minority Graduate Fellows 

(1) Conditions. New Minority Graduate Fellows matriculating into their 
fellowship institutions for the first time as graduate students are eligible for 
a Mentoring Assistantship consisting of one, two or three months of addi- 
tional stipend support primarily to participate in research during the sum- 
mer before they begin their fall fellowship tenure. 

Hus option is intended for F^'llows who can benefit from preliminary' 
activities that do not constitute the significant start ol work toward a 
graduate degree. Mentoring Assistantship acth'ities consist of research 
participation or other appropriate institutionally arranged work that assists 
the Fellow in developing early mentoring relationships. Full-time activity 
during this period is required 

Mentoring Assistantships are in addition to the normal three years of 
tenure awarded under the fellowship. vStipends will be paid at the prevail- 
ing rate and under prevailing guidelines for Graduate Research Ixdlow- 
ships. In addition, an allowance during this period will he made available 
to the department in which the research participation takes place. 

Mentoring Assistantships may he utilized only immediately preceding 
the start ol the first year of fellowship tenure. Mentoring Assistantships 
may not be continued beyond the start of the fellowship institution’s Fall 
session following Mentoring Assistantship tenure. 

(2) Procedures for initiating a mentoring assistantship. A Mentoring 
Assistantship is implemented on completion of the following steps: 

a) Minority Graduate Fellow's (and Graduate Fellows who are members 
of underrepresented minority groups and w'ho applied to both fellowship 
components) are notified (')f the Mentoring Assistantship option on the 
Acceptcmce/Declination Form for NSF Graduate Fellowships (NSF I’orm 
P9), which accompanies their notification letters. The option is rec]uested 
by checking the appropriate box on the form. 

b) NSF w'ill notify the Coordinating Official at the institution the Fellow 
has indicated on the form. The Mentoring must be done at the graduate 
institution, not at any other site The Coordinating Official will be asked to 
outline, in consultation with appropriate faculty, a suitable plan for sum- 
mer Mentoring Assistantship activities, if the fellowship institution is un- 
«i!')le to act as host, the Mentoring Assistantship w'ill not be available. 

c) The Coordinating Official will submit the mentoring plan to the 
Foundation for approval. The institution must certify' that it is willing to 
accept the Fellow under the terms of a Mentoring Assistantship. 

d) After notification, the Fellow^ is responsible for arranging a suitable 
summer as.sistantship starting time with the Coordinating Official by mu- 
tual agreement 
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b. International Research Travel Allowance 



For those Fellows who plan to study or do research full-time at a foreign 
site tor at least 3 continuous months, the Foundation will provide a 
one-time International Research Travel Allowance of $1,000 to assist the 
Fellow to travel to and from the foreign site. The activities proposed must 
he expected to contribute to the Fellow’s advanced degree objectives. The 
period abroad may include any combination of tenure and leserve years 
otherwi.s'e permitted under the program guidelines. The allowance may be 
used at any appropriate time once tenure has begun and within the five 
years during which fellowship tenure may be utilized. Fellows may re- 
(luest this allowance on the Acceptance/Declination form (NSF Form 179) 
or the annual Declaration/ Utilization form (NSF Form 719) or by submit- 
ting a written recpiest, approved by the Coordinating Official, to the pro- 
gram office. Each request must describe the proposed activities as well as 
the proposed schedule. 

Fellows whose chosen fellowship institution is foreign may request the 
one-time International Re.search Travel Allowance of $1000 to offset the 
expense of traveling to and from the fellowship institution (see section 
lOe)

c. Use of Supercomputer 

Fellows as well as I lonorable Mention recipients may reciuest use of up 
to 10 CPU hours at one of the F'ounclation-supponcd Supercomputer 
Centers, pending availability' The Centers will consider requests tor super- 
computer use in support of the research project that is or vv 11 be part of 
your full-time advanced degree work. Unless precluded by future events, 
requests must be submitted within five years from announcement of 1 lon- 
orable Mention or from the date of the start of your fellowship period tor 
Fellows. A form for requesting supercomputer time is included in the 
fellowship award packet and with the notification letter to Honorable 
Mention recipients. Please contact Ms. Irene Lombardo at NSF. telephone 
(703) 306 -I 963 , for technical and administrative information before sub- 
mitting a recpiest 

d. Tenure Beyond the Doctoral Degree 

If you attain your doctoral degree before completion of your fellowship 
tenure year, you may either resign at the time you complete the recjuire- 
ments for your doctoral degree or continue to engage in appropriate 
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fellowship activities at your affiliated institution for a luief period not to 
extend beyond the normal termination date of the fellowship year in- 
volved. You should seek the advice of either your Coordinating Official or 
your Scientific Adviser. 



a. Income Tax 

(1) General conditions. No income tax will be withheld from any 
stipend. Precision, therefore, must be made by the Fellow’ for payment of 
any tax. domestic or foreign, wdien due. Specific (luestions should be 
retcTiecI to the I’.S. Internal Revenue Serv ice. 

Feilov'’s are nni in any sense salaried employees of the National Science 
Ixninciation nor of their affiliated institution. Therefore, no funds wall be 
deciucted from the stipend; no Social Security taxes will he paid by the 
l (^unclation; no W-2 forms will be issued; and provision must lx‘ made I^y 
tiie Fellow for the filing of any necessary estimate of taxes due and for 
payment of ail income taxes that may become due. 

Fellows may request a statement of earnings from the fellow’ship institu- 
tion. 

(2) Foreign affiliation. A statement of funds received (including travel 
all(wancc) w’ill be issued by the NSF Division of Financial Management 
upon reciuest by those Fellow's who are attending a foreign institution. 

I he Foundation is unal'>le to supply information concerning the income 
tax or cither tax provisions of any foreign country. Inquiries should be 
directed to tlie authorities in the appropriate countries. 

Fellows going abroad may find it helpful to consult Internal Revenue 
Ser^'ice Publication No. 5^i. Tax Guide For [\S. Citizens And Resident 
Aliens Ahroacl and Publicaticm No. S20, ScholarshiFs And Felloivships. 
'I'hese are available at all I.R.S. district offices. 



b. Publications 

A Fellow' should make all research results available to the public without 
le.striclion, except as is required in the interest of national security. The 
F(Hindation w’ould appreciate receiving notice of Fellows' publications, 
but it is not necessary to send a copy n{ publications, papers, thesis, or 
dis.sertation

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c. Acknowledgment of Support and Disclaimer 

An acknowledgment of NSF support and a disclaimer must appear in 
any pul')lication of any material, whether copyrighted or not, I'jased on or 
developed under the project being reported, in the following terms. 

"*lhis material is based upon work supported under a National Science 
Foundation Graduate Fellowship ' 



All materials, except scientific articles or papers published in scientific 
lournals, must also contain the following. 

"Any opinions, findings, conclusions or recommendations expressed in 
this publication are those of the author(s) and do not necessarily reflect the 
view's of the National Science Foundation.” 



d. Intellectua! Properly Rights 

The National Science Foundation claims no rights to any inventions or 
wTitings that might result from its fellowship awards. However, I'ellows 
should be aware that the NSF, another Federal agency, or some private 
party may acquire such rights through other support for particular re- 
seaich. Also, Fellows should note their obligation to include an Acknowl- 
edgment and Disclaimer in any publication. 

e. Future Employment 

The offer and acceptance of this fellow'ship does not obligate you, the 
l'(Hindation or the United States Ciovernnient in any way with regard to 
future employment or sewice of any kind. 



f. National Security 

Fellows are obliged to report promptly to the Foundation, prior to 
disclosure to others, any discoveries that arc made or data that arc devel- 
oped tha^ could reasonably be considered as likely to affect the national 
security' or the national defense. Doubtful cases should be referred to the 
I'oundation prior to disclosure of any information concerning them. 



g. Members of the Armed Forces and Federal Employees 

If during the tenure of your fellowcship you will be a member of the 
Armed Forces (other than as a participant of an R()1‘C program) or on 
leav(» from a position in the Federal Service, it is your responsibility to so 
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iaform the Foundation and have a cognizant otlicial of the Government 
organization involved file a statement with the Foundation outlining the 
funds that will be made available by your employer and the specific- 
purpose for which they are provided to you. The Fc-mdaiion and your 
organization must reach a mutually satisfactory agreement regarding your 
support during tenure before any funds can be provided under your 
fellowship. 



14. ANNUAL REPORTING 

a. Yearly Continuation of the Fellowship, ( NSF Form 719) 

NSF Form 719, Declaration To Utilize, Reserve Or Terminate A Subse- 
quent Year Of A 3-YGar Graduate Fellowship Award, which is sent to you 
in January' through your Coordinating Official or directly if you are abroad, 
IS for the purpose of declaring wliether you will utilize or reserv'e your 
fellowship for the following year. Failure to declare your intent at this time 
results in your fellowship being considered as resigned, if you are in the 
first or second year of the three-year award and have not already re serened 
your fellow'ship for the maximum period of two years, you are eligil:>le to 
utilize or reser\'c your fellowship during the next academic year. The 
utilization or reservation of your fellow'ship is contingent upon certifica- 
tion by your affiliated institution of satisfactory progress tow'ard an ad- 
vanced degree and your institution’s approval of any alternate plans. If 
prior to the time for entering upon tenure for a given year your institution 
withdraw's its certification, all remaining years of tenure will be canceled. 

The utilization of prior-year aw^ards is contingent upon the availability of 
funds 

b. Activities Report, (N\SF Form 1080) 

In April of each year of tenure, a letter will be sent to you through your 
Coordinating Official, requesting a brief report on your experiences and 
accomplishments during the past year. Within 30 days after the end of that 
year, ynu arc expected to submit NSF Form 1080, Activities Report for 
Graduate Fellowship Year /99_’9_, directly to the Foundation. The Foun- 
dation is always interested in receiving captioned photographs and learn- 
ing c^l noteworthy accomplishments that merit public attention. Also, you 
may w ish to offer suggestions regarding the administration of the award. 

c. Starting Certificate, (NSF Form 3*19) (for Fellows abroad) 

NSF Form 3^19, Fellotvsh ip/Grant Starting Certificate as authority 

to begin your stipend payments. Each year after you have begun tenure, 
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complete a Starting Certificate form, obtain your Scientific Adviser’s origi- 
nal signature, and send the form to the Foundation. 

d. Direct Deposit Form for US Banks ONLY, 

(for Fel love’s abroad) 

The ACH Vcndor/Miscella?ieoiis Payment Fjirollment Form (SF 3881) 
should be submitted along with the Starting Certificate in order for the U S. 
Treasury Department to transmit payment data, by electronic means to the 
Fellow’s r S bank account. 



e. Termination Certificate, (NSF Form 453) 

(for Fellows abroad) 

If you are studying at an institution abroad. NSF Form 453, Fellowship 
I’ennination Certificate and Grant Fiscal Report, will be mailed each year 
for you to complete and return to the Foundation immediately upon 
completion of your tenure period. Tliis form is to be signed by your 
Scientific Adviser (or, an appropriate official of your affiliated institution), 
and must show the date you actually completed your fellowship activities, 
but must not be submitted in advance of your termination date. The annual 
submission of this form is required to satisfy minimum accounting regula- 
tions of the Federal Government and to verify that you have fulfilled the 
obligation of your fellowship tenure for which Federal funds were pro- 
vided.

Use of U.S.-FIag Air Carriers 

C 1 ) The Comptroller General of the United States, by Decision B-138942 
of June 17, 1975, as amended March 31, 1981, provided guidelines 
for implementation of Section 5 of the International Air Transporta- 
tion Fair Competitive Practices Act of 1974 (49 U.S.C. 1517). 

(2) Any air transportation to, horn, berw’een, or within a country other 
than the United States of persons or property, the expense of which 
will be assisted by NSF funding, must be perfornaed by a U S. -flag air 
carrier if service provided by such a carrier is available. 

(3) For the purposes of this requirement, U.S.-flag air carrier service is 
considered available even though; 

(a) comparable or a different kind of service can be provided at 
less cost by a foreign-flag air carrier; 

(b) foreign-flag air carrier service is preferred by, or is more conve- 
nient for, the Foundation or traveler; or 

(c) service by a foreign-flag air carrier can be paid for in excess 
foreign currency. 

( 4 ) The following rules apply unless their application would result in the 
first or last leg of travel from or to tb.e United States being performed 
by a foreign-flag air carrier: 

(a) A U.S.-flag air carrier shall be used to destination or, in the 
absence of direct or through service, to the farthest interchange 
point on a usually traveled route. 

(b) If a U.S.-flag air carrier does not serve an origin or interchange 
point, a foreign-flag air carrier shall be used only to the nearest 
interchange point on a usually traveled route to connect with a 
U S. flag air carrier. 

(c) If a U.S.-flag air carrier involuntarily reroutes the traveler via a 
foreign-flag air carrier, the foreign-flag air carrier may be used 
notwithstanding the availability of alternative U.S.-flag air car- 
rier service. 

I 'se ol Foreign-Flag Air Carriers 

( 1) Travel To and From the United States. U.se of a foreign-flag air carrier 
is permissible if. 

(a) the airport abroad is the travelers origin or destination airport, 
and u.se of U.S.-flag air carrier service would extend the time in 
a travel status by at least 21 hours more than travel by a 
foreign-flag air carrier; or 
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(b) the airport abroad is an interchange point, and use of U.S.-flap 
air cairier service would require the traveler to wait 6 hours or 
more to make connections at that point, or would extend the 
time in a travel status by at least 6 hours more than travel by a 
foreigmflag air carrier. 

(2) Travel Between Points Outside the United States. Use of a foreign- 
flag air carrier is permissible if: 

(a) travel by a foreign-flag air carrier would eliminate two or more 
aircraft changes en route; 

(b) travel by a U.S.-flag air carrier w'v u d extend the time in a travel 
status by at least 6 hours more thai travel by a foreign- flag air 
carrier; or 

(c) the travel is not part of the trip to or from the United States, and 
use of a U.S.-flag air carrier would extend the time in a travel 
status by at least 6 hours more than travel by a foreign-flag air 
carrier. 

(3) Short Distance Travel. For all short distance travel, regardless of 
origin and destination, use of a foreign-flag air carrier is permissible 
if the elapsed travel time on a scheduled flight from origin to destina- 
tion airport by a foreign-flag air carrier is 3 hours or less and service 
by a U.S.-flag air carrier would double the travel time.
